New York, Jan. 24.—The United 
States led the world in the total gross 
tons of merchant vessels launched in 
1920, according to figures made public 
today by Lloyd’s Register of Shipping. 

The total launchings in sipyards of 
the world amounted to 5,861,000 gross 
tons, a decrease-of almost 1,300,000 
from the 1919 figure, but an increase 
of more than 400,000 over 1918. The 
total’ for the United States was 2,476,000 
tons, while Great Britain was second 
with 2,055,000 tons. Japan launched 
456,000 tons last year, a decrease from 
611,000 tons in 1919. :
